Athens. Dec. 13.—A general olfennlve 
movement along the whole line was be¬ 
gun Monday by the Oreek army operat- 
• ing in Epirus, the most westerly por¬ 
tion of the Balkan Peninsula. After 
repeated attack*, the Greek troops oc¬ 
cupied at the point of the bayonet the 
Turkish advance posts towards the VIs- 
u fortifications and camped then*. The 
Greeks captured three-qulck-flrlng can¬ 
non, a large quantity of war material 
and many tents. 

General Hapountlka. who was In com¬ 
mand of the Greek army, reports from 
Pentoplgedla that. hfs troops fought 
with vigor during the entire day. With 
the view of drawing off a portion of the 
Turkish troops concentrating In the 
fortress of Jantna when tha Greeks 
were about to make a frontal attack. 
% two battalions of Greek tnfantry sup¬ 
ported by four field guns, were landyd 
at Bant! Qua rant a. to the nbrthwest of 
Janlna. 

The diversion was successfully car¬ 
ried out. The Turks, as soon as they 
learned of the landing of the Greek 
troops, sent out eight battalions with 
two batteries of siege guns to engage 
them. After a skirmish the Greek 
troops were embarked and made for an¬ 
other part of the coast.of Epirus. The 
Oreek* lost only five killed and nine¬ 
teen wounded.
